It  is  believed  that  this  is  the  first  instance  of  the  composition  of  an  en- 
tirely original  symphonic  score  by  a composer  of  distinction,  to  accompany  a 
film  or  a photo-play,  and  to  illustrate,  by  the  use  of  characteristic  motives, 
consistently  developed  as  in  an  opera  or  symphonic  poem,  the  persons,  incidents 
and  dramatic  sequence  of  the  play. 

The  structural  growth  of  the  music  is  closely  interwoven  with  the  unfold- 
ing of  the  story  on  the  film,  and  serves  to  heighten  the  emotional  appeal  and 
give  a cumulative  force  to  the  musical  expression  which  the  usual  patchwork 
of  unrelated  fragments,  however  good  in  themselves,  used  to  accompany  pic- 
tures cannot  achieve. 

It  points  the  way  to  a new  form  of  artistic  expression,  with  elements  of 
opera,  of  pantomime  and  of  descriptive  instrumental  music,  but  unique  and 
different  from  all,  and  full  of  new  and  interesting  possibilities.

BY  THE  PORTA  CATANIA 

From  the  terrace  by  the  Porta  Catania  in  Taormina,  Sicily,  one 
sees  the  symmetrical  cone  of  smoking  Mt.  Etna,  its  seaward  line  ex- 
tending in  a long,  gentle  slope  to  merge  faintly  with  the  sinuous  coast 
line.  The  composer  has  tried  to  portray  a mood  suggested  by  this 
view.  In  the  middle  portion  of  the  Nocturne  he  has  used  a tarantella 
theme  improvised  by  a peasant  boy  who  was  making  and  selling  reed 
pipes  on  the  terrace. 


THE  CARNIVAL  OF  ANIMALS 
f Le  Carnaval  des  Animaux ) 

The  Carnival  of  Animals  was  composed  in  February,  1886,  to  be 
performed  as  a surprise  at  an  annual  concert  to  be  given  in  Paris  on 
Mardi-gras.  Repeated  a few  weeks  later,  a third  performance  was 
arranged  at  the  request  of  Liszt,  which  took  place  at  the  house  of 
Madame  Viardot.  At  subsequent  times  the  work  was  occasionally 
repeated,  always  under  special  conditions;  but  only  after  the  death  of 
the  composer  was  the  music  published,  by  virtue  of  a special  clause  in 
his  will  giving  the  necessary  permission. 

In  no  4,  Tortoisesy  the  composer  has  made  use  of  two  themes 
from  Offenbach’s  Orphee  aux  Enfkrs,  which  he  has  embellished 
with  his  own  harmonies  In  no  5,  The  Elephant y the  composer 

borrows  a few  measures  of  the  Dance  of  the  Sylphs  from  Berlioz’s 
Damnation  of  Faust,  with  a faint  reminiscence  of  Mendelssohn’s 
Midsummernight’s  Dream. 

In  no.  12,  Fossils,  are  introduced  themes  of  du  bon  tabaCy" 

**Ah!  vous  dirai-je  Mamany^'  the  Danse  Macabre,  Part  ant  pour 

la  Syriey"  and  Rosina’s  aria  in  the  Barber  of  Seville.

Symphonic  Poem  after  Lenau’s  P'aust 

Faust  journeys  in  the  night  through  the  forest,  a prey  to  melancholy. 

His  horse  follows  with  slow  steps  the  road  which  lengthens  through  the 
forest.  As  they  pass  deeper  into  the  woods  the  more  profound  grows 
the  calm.  What  is  this  brightness  which  illumines  the  forest,  purpling 
the  foliage  with  its  glow  ? It  is  a solemn  procession  celebrating  the 
nocturnal  feast  of  St.  John  which  directs  itself  toward  him.  A troop  of 
children  advances  two  by  two  carrying  torches  ; then  come  the  virgins 
with  monastic  veils,  their  frail  hands  filled  with  wreaths;  following 
them  in  crowded  ranks  the  aged  friars  in  sombre  garments  carrying  the 
cross,  their  heads  inclined,  their  beards  and  hair  whitened  by  the  early 
frosts  of  eternity.  From  his  obscure  retreat  among  the  foliage  where 
his  gaze  follows  the  believers,  Faust  is  filled  with  bitter  longing.  With 
the  last  sound  of  the  chant  dying  away  in  the  distance,  Faust  is  alone  in 
the  shadow.  Hiding  his  face  in  his  horse’s  mane,  he  weeps  burning 
tears.  — Ta.  I.  M.  C.

I.  OVERTURE  TO  IPHIGENIA  IN  AULIS 

Christoph  Willibald. Gluck 

{Born  at  tVeidenwang,  near  Berching^  in  upper  Palatinate^  July  2, 

1714;  died  at  Vienna^  November  15,  1787.) 

“Iphigenie  en  Aulide,”  “tragedie — opera”  in  three  acts  vi^as  produced 
at  the  Opera,  Paris,  April  19,  1774.  The  role  of  Iphigenie  was  taken  by  the 
celebrated  Sophie  Arnould  and  les  Sieurs  Vestris  were  in  the  ballet.  The 
opera  was  revived  at  the  Opera-Comique  in  Paris  on  December  18,  1907, 
when  Iphigenie  was  sung  by  Lucienne  Breval,  and  Regina  Badet  was  the 
principal  dancer.  Briefly  the  story  of  the  opera  deals  with  the  becalming  of 
the  Greeks  (who  wished  to  sail  against  Troy),  at  Aulis.  Calchas,  a seer, 
declared  that  in  order  to  propitiate  Diana,  Iphigenie,  the  daughter  of  Aga- 
memnon, must  be  sacrificed.  She  was  brought  to  Calchas  on  the  pretense 
of  a marriage  to  Achilles,  but  as  the  sacrifice  was  about  to  take  place  she  was 
carried  in  a cloud  to  Tauris  by  Diana.  This  was  the  first  of  the  series  of  operas 
written  by  Gluck  for  Paris,  and  it  created  a great  sensation  and  much  discus- 
sion, even  before  its  presentation.  The  overture  in  its  original  form  leads 
directly  into  the  opening  scene,  and  the  ending  written  by  Wagner  was  for 
concert  use.  Wagner,  in  an  article  dated  at  Zurich,  June  17,  1854,  conceives 
the  overture  as  being  based  on  four  principal  motives,  which  he  characterizes  ‘ 
as  follows: — 

1.  The  motive  of  Appeal. 

2.  The  motive  of  Power. 

3.  The  motive  of  Grace  or  maidenly  tenderness. 

4.  The  motive  of  Sorrow. 

The  overture  is  scored  for  2 flutes,  2 oboes,  3 bassoons,  4 horns,  3 trump- 
ets, kettledrums  and  strings. 


II.  ANDANTE  CON  MOTO  FROM  THE  SYMPHONY  IN 
B MINOR  (UNFINISHED)  Franz  Peter  Schubert 

{Born  at  Lichtenthal,  near  Vienna,  January  31,  1797;  died  at  Vienna, 
November  19, 1828.) 

This  Symphony,  of  which  Schubert  wrote  only  the  first  two  movements 
and  nine  measures  of  a third,  was  begun  in  October,  1822,  upon  the  election 
of  the  composer  to  honorary  membership  in  the  musical  societies  of  Linz 
and  Graz,  but  never  came  to  a performance  during  the  composer’s  lifetime. 

The  manuscript  was  long  in  the  possession  of  Anselm  Hiittenbrenner,who,  as 


well  as  his  brother  Joseph,  was  a warm  friend  of  Schubert.  This  Symphony 
is  perhaps  Schubert’s  most  characteristic  work,  and  reveals  more  than  any 
other  the  “affectionate,  tender,  suffering  personality  of  the  composer,”  to 
quote  the  words  of  Sir  George  Grove.  This  slow  movement  is  scored  for 
2 flutes,  2 oboes,  2 clarinets,  2 bassoons,  2 horns,  2 trumpets,  3 trombones, 
kettledrums  and  strings. 


III.  OLD  AIRS  AND  DANCES  FOR  THE  LUTE  (SIXTEENTH 
CENTURY).  A free  transcription  for  the  orchestra 

Ottorino  Respighi 

{Born  at  Bologna,  July  7,  1879;  now  living  in  Italy.) 

1.  Simone  Molinaro  (1599)  Ballet  entitled  “II  Conte  Orlando” 

2.  Unknown  (end  of  Sixteenth  Century)  Villanella 

3.  Vincenzo  Galilei  (155-)  Gagliarda 

The  Harpsichord,  kindly  loaned  by  Ernest  B.  Dane,  Esq.,  played  by 
Mr.  Stuart  Mason  of  the  Conservatory  Faculty. 

The  suite,  of  which  these  three  movements  form  a part,  was  first  per- 
formed at  the  Augusteo,  Rome,  on  March  3,  1919.  The  several  airs  on  which 
it  is  based  were  originally  written  for  the  lute,  an  instrument  whose  nearest 
modern  representative  is  the  guitar.  In  his  transcription  Respighi  has 
sought  rather  to  create  a sixteenth  century  atmosphere  by  means  of  modern 
orchestral  devices  than  to  attempt  an  archaic  reproduction  of  the  music  of 
the  period.  Galilei,  the  author  of  the  Gagliarda,  was  born  at  Florence  about 
1533  and  was  the  father  of  the  famous  Galileo.  He  was  one  of  the  group  of 
amateurs  who  assembled  at  the  house  of  Giovanno  Bardi,  Count  of  Vernio, 
whose  attempts  to  revive  Greek  tragedy  gave  birth  to  the  Lyric  Drama  or 
Opera.  The  Villanella  is  an  Italian  unaccompanied  dance  song,  rustic  in 
character.  The  Gagliarda  is  a quick  and  lively  dance  in  triple  time. 


IV.  SYMPHONIC  SKETCH,  NOEL . George  Whitefield  Chadwiok 

{Born  at  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  November  13,  1854;  now  living  in 
Boston.) 

Noel,  the  second  of  the  four  Symphonic  Sketches,  was  composed  in 
December,  1895.  The  title  page  bears  the  following  verse,  which  most 
accurately  gives  the  mood  of  the  piece. 

Through  the  soft,  calm  moonlight  comes  no  sound; 

A mother  lulls  her  babe,  and  all  around 
The  gentle  snow  lies  glistening; 

On  such  a night  the  Virgin  Mother  mild 
In  dreamless  slumber  wrapped  the  Holy  Child, 

While  angel-hosts  were  listening.

Debussy,  one  of  the  most  original  of  modern  musicians,  may  justly  be 
regarded  as  the  founder  of  the  modern  French  school  of  composition.  This 
Suite,  originally  written  for  pianoforte  four  hands  and  now  orchestrated  by 
Henri  Busser,  reveals  him  in  lighter  mood.  Its  several  divisions  are  aptly 
described  by  their  titles  and  show  little  of  that  originality  and  harmonic 
daring  which  mark  his  later  and  more  characteristic  works.
